lf war exists in China, growing out 
of the destruction of the United States 
and other legations, it will be necessary 
to send more troops to China. 
Owing to conditions in the Philippines 
but few troops can be withdrawn safely. 
Therefore it will require authority from 
congress to furnish troops. 
It is quite certain the reconvening of 
congress has been discussed, but none of 
the officials will admit. 
The situation may change at any mo­ 
ment and the first advices from Pekin 
w ill undoubtedly decide whether the 
immediate future will bring jieace or 
war. 
There are two possible causes for war 
in the situation. 
One is the destruction 
of the American legation and the mur­ 
dering of the American minister.
